I last saw the mother of the typewriter 
girl, she was in Paris, prosperous and 
happy.” 

It was a New Yorker, too, 
troduced girls into the employment of 
the cepartments at Washington as 
clerks, This was Francis Elias Spin- 
ner, treasurer of the United States for 
many years, and whose curious-auto- 
graph on the greenbacks became more 
familiar than the signature of any liv- 
ing man.

Possibly the man who says the trecs 
should go and the sidewalk should ke 
lowered, is mistaken, but isn’t it also 


possible that the man who insists that: 


such an act would = ruin 
likewise mistaken? 

Our correspondent who suggests a 
way out of the difficulty, does a public 
service, and each of his propositions 
should be most carefully considered. 
Certainly if there is any possible way 
to save the trees, and make the neces- 
sary changes at the same time, every 
citizen will throw up his hat in its sup- 
port. If there is no way to do this, sad 
as it may be to say it, there seems to be 
little doubt but that the material side 
of the question will win.

It was with regret that the sixty boys 
who have made up the quota of vacation 
school scholars during the past six 
weeks, realized last Friday’ that closing 
time had come.

It was a goodly number of people who 
gathered on the Stowe school lawn and 
‘in the building Friday afternoon to par- 
ticipate either actively or passively in 
the closing exercises which were much 
the same as usual, and consisted of.ex- 
hibitions of sloyd, construction and 
nature work, and games. 

The games were held out of doors ana | 
consisted of various running matches, 
hoop races, potatoe races, and other 
amusements such as ring toss and bean 
bags. It did one good to watch the 
zest with which the boys entered every 
event, the skill they displayed and 
pleasure in coming out victorious. 

But their interest was just as intense

FIRE AT HAGGETTS 


Three Buildings Go Up in €moke Early 
:This Morning, 


An alarm of fire from box 52 this 
morning, at 5 o’clock, was the signal to 
call the department on a heart-breakin 
run for the horses to Bellevue, Ragone 
pond, where the dance hall was burn- 
ing. When Chief Hardy arrived on the 
scene, nothing remained of the building 
but the sills, which were still smoulder. 
ing. Word was sent back to the hose 
wagon and engine to return, but the 
former piece of apparatus was so Close 
to the grove that it went on and a 
stream from the chemicals was played 
on the embers. Fourhorses were used 
on the engine, driven by Dick Carter, 
The engine got nearly to the “ Boston » 
before it was stopped. 

The blaze ‘was presumably of incen- 
diary origin as no fire is used in the 
building. The hall was about ‘100 feet 
long by 75 feet wide, and was by. no 
means new. Other ‘puildings in the 
grove, Which is conducted by Thomas 
Dixon and owned by James Greenwood 
of Lawrence, were the dining room, 
bowling alley and ice house. They were 
at least 150 or 200 feet away in a west- 
erly direction from the dance hall, and 
as there was no wind this morning early, 
and the fire was_ practically extin- 
guished, Chief Hardy sent the depart- 
ment home. 

Not long after they left, however, the 
dining hall, a building about 75x40, and 
thé bowling alley, a littls smaller, caught 
fire and burned down in spite of all ef- 
forts to save them. How the fire could 
have been communicated from the dance 
hall to the others.is a mystery, as any 
one on the premises would have had 
little difficulty in stamping out any fire 
in the shert grass between them. 

The first fire started about a quarter 
to four o’clock, and a telephone message 
was sent to John E. Smith from the 
pumping station at a quarter to five, 
Mr. Smith telephoned Chief Frye, who 
notified Frank M, Smith, and the latter 
pulled the engine house box at five 
o'clock. Information was given by a 
resident of the town near the ‘yer 
Rubber .company’s works, that it was 
useless to go up as he had been watch- 
ing the blaze since it first started and 
had seen it die out. People connected 
with the grove claimed that they gave 
the alarm an hour before the apparatus 
appeared, but where the message could 
have strayed to from the telephone wire 
in that length of time cannot be ex- 
plained, 

The second alarm was telephoned in 
about 7-o’clock and some of the depart- 
ment went up with chemieals, but their 
arrival was too late to be of any use. 

Mr. Greenwood of Lawrence who owns 
the buildings states that it would cost 
about $1500 to rebuild the three, and 
that there is no insurance.,, .He -is: not 
very well acquainted with their condit- 
ion previous to the fire, not having ex- 
amined them for several years. He did 
not know whether he should rebuild or 
not. 

The grove is used by large picnic 
parties and was engaged for Monday, 
Labor day, by the Labor Union ot Law- 
rence. 

There seems to be a number of 
peculiar, if not suspicious circumstances 
connected with the fires.

To the Editor of the Townsman. 


I hope you will aid, and that all the 
citizens of Andover will come to the aid 
of Mr. Carter, tree warden, in his etforts 
to save the trees on Main street now im- 
periled. Those trees are the growth of 
at least two generations of men. Should 
they now be destroyed the child is not 
yet born who will see Main street re- 
stored to its present grace and beauty. 
The problem of saving them and yet giv- 
ing the street railroad all it really needs 
is not a very difticult one. It can be 
done in either of three ways: (1) A 
single track from Barnard street to Pun- 
chard avenue. (2) If the double track 
is to be used as is usual, the danger wiil 
not be great should the room on the east 
side of the track be too narrow for the 
passage of teams. There are very many 
places in Boston where the space be- 
tween the tracks and sidewalk is too 
narrow for such passage, yet few, if any 
accidents result. (3) The trees can be 
lowered and their horizontal position 
changed at a cost not greatly in excess 
of the cost of cutting them down and 
removing the stumps and roots. This 
may seem chimerical, but it is entirely 
practicable. In order to make room for 
the buildings of the late exposition in 
Paris all the trees, and the number was 
very large, inthe gardens of the Hotel 
Invalides were removed to other loca- 
tions quite distant where they remained 
two or three years. They were restored 
to their original locations after the re- 
moval of the buildings. The first of the 
above ways is, of course, the easiest and 
cheapest. Doubtless there are other 
ways of surmounting the difficulty, but 
let some way be found and then let all, 
young and old, unite in saving the trees.

IN MEMORIAM 


A Tribute from a Friend to the Late 
Mrs. Abbie C. Russel). 


Mrs. Abbie C, Russell died at the home 
of -her sister, Miss Mary F. Waldo, 
Thursday morning, Aig. 22d, of heart 
failure. 

The deceased was born in Andover, 
May 28th, 1830, and was the daughter of 
Jonathan and Locina Goldsmith Waldo. 
She attended the public schools of And- 
over and was an unusually precocious 
child. The strong, intellectual trend of 
her mind asserted itself at an early age 
in the selection and perusal of historical 
and scientific works beyond her years. 
She was well read, a deep thinker, quick 
to grasp the meaning of an abstruse sub- 
ject, yet so modest and unassuming’ in 
her ways that but a few choice friends 
were aware of the rich acquisitions of 
her well-stored mind. 

While yet in the morning of life she 
married Charles Russell of Lynn, and 
the young couple teok up their residence 
in that city. Two children came to 
gladden their home-life, both boys, and 
their. mother’s heart was filled with 
pride and jay. <A few, brief years she 
wore the crown of motherhood and then 
the shadow of a great sorrow fell across 
that home, and her cradled treasures 
were numbered with the countless mul- 
titude of little ones, of whom Christ 
says, “For of such is the kingdom. of 
Heaven.” 

Widowhood soon followed, and she re- 
turned to her childhood home in this 
town and remained a permanent resident 
for more than twenty years. 

In the school of .life her path ofttimes 
led through avenues of disappointed 
hopes and deep afflictions, which, hap- 
pily were blessings in their way, com- 
bined, with the mingled strength and 
sweetness of her charactar, to aid in the 
growth and development of a vrand and 
noble womanhod. 

Her aged mother, when past her four- 
score years, met with a painful accident 
which contined her to her room a help- 
less invalid to the day of her death at 88 
years, What untold riches of mind and 
heart were the heritage of this devoted 
daughter can be best understood from 
the fact that through four years of 
ceaseless vigils by the bedside of her 
mother, every wish expressed or implied 
bv the invalid, all that love could desire 
or intuitive” perception suggest, was 
cheerfully carried out to the letter. Nor 
was that all. By a supreme effort of 
will, and an inspiration born of patient 
courage, she could so temper the daily 
incidents of the sick room as to deprive 
it of the wearisome monotony incidental 
to its environments and make that room 
the gate of heaven to the mother’s wait- 
ing soul. 

After the death of her mother, Jan. 
13, all too soon it became painfully evi- 
dent that heart and strength were fail- 
ing her and the end was not far off. It 
was a long cherished desire, often ex- 
pressed in the reading of her favorite 
poem, “‘ Crossing the-—Bar,” written by 
‘Tennyson, that in God’s own time she 
might slip silently away, ‘and may 
there be no sadness of farewell when I 
embark.” In the silent watches of the 
night to her listening ear came “one 
clear call for me,” and without a struggle 
or a.sigh she passed into the great un- 
known,, beyond whose “deep and bound- 
less sea” lieth eternity. But her good 
works and noble example will live in the 
memory of those who are nearest and 
dearest, long after the grass shall grow 
green on the new-made grave and the 
tried heart has crumbled to dust. 

The funeral services were held Satur- 
day afternoon at the South church and 
were conducted by Rev. F. A. Wilson, 
pastor of the Free church. The body 
reposed in a drab broadcloth casket, 
heavily mounted with silver trimmings, 
and tovered with a profusion of floral 
tributes from friends of the departed. 
Sixty-three tea roses arranged in a spray 
were exquisitely beautiful. A quartet 
from the Free church sang “ The Home 
Land;” remarks and prayer followed; 
the pastor read her favorite poem, after 
which the quartet sang “ Jesus, Saviour, 
Pilot me.” The beautiful committal 
service was deeply impressive. Inter- 
ment was in the family lot in the South 
cemetery. 

The deceased is survived by two 
brothers and three sisters: Miss Sarah 
C. Waldo, Miss Mary F. Waldo, Joseph 
W. Waldo, of Andover, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Ward of Peabody, Ex-Representative 
John Waldo; Barnstead, N. H.; also a 
nephew, Rev. J. B. Wilson, assistant 
pastor-elect of the'First Baptist church, 
Brooklyn, N. Y , and several nieces.

WAS WILLIAM DAVIS. 


The body of William Davis, who was 
drowned at the swimming hole in 
Stevens pond, North Andover yester- 
day afternoon about 1.45 o’clock, was 
removed to Colby’s undertaking rooms 
in this city. The victim was the 15- 
year-old son of William Davis, a fur- 
niture dealer on Essex street, who 
formerly lived with his family on Clar- 
endon street in North Andover but 
now lives on Sunny avenue off Swan 
street in Lawrence. 

Willie was bathing with two com- 
panions, James Hargereaves and Harry 
Wormald, both much smaller than 
himself but good swimmers. They 
were all in the water and Wiille had 
just swam out quite a way and back 
and ‘had started out again, and was 
about 50 feet from shore when he felt 
that ‘the was.going down from ‘ some 
reason unknown. He shouted to his 
companion, “Jimmie, I’m going.” Jim- 
mie said, ‘Take hold of my leg and I 
will help you in,” but Willie said, ‘No, 
if I do, there will be two of us,” and he 
sank without a struggle to the bottom 
in ten feet of water where his body was 
recovered about seven minutes after by 
Officer William Toohey who was called 
to his assistance. At the place where 
he went down there is a very strong 
current caused by the water coming 
from the big pond.
